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DETAILED ACTION 

I. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following 
formal matters: 



1. Specification 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 72(a) and MPEP § 606. The 
title of the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of 
the specification unless the title is provided in an application data 
sheet. The title of the invention should be brief but technically 
accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may 
not contain more than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and 
MPEP §201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and 
Development : See MPEP § 310. 

(d) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact 
Disc: The specification is required to include an incorporation-by- 
reference of electronic documents that are to become part of the 
permanent United States Patent and Trademark Office records in 
the file of a patent application.

In 
chemical cases it should point out in general terms the utility of the 
invention. If possible, the nature and gist of the invention or the 
inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the invention 
should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they contribute 
to an understanding of the invention.

Where elements or groups of elements, compounds, 
and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type 
is not necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a 
person skilled in the art, they should not be described in detail. 
However, where particularly complicated subject matter is involved 
or where the elements, compounds, or processes may not be 
commonly or widely known in the field, the specification should 
refer to another patent or readily available publication which 
adequately describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The 
claim or claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic 
page (37 CFR 1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of 
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elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations 
to further segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 
CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 608.01 (i)-(p). 

(j) Abstract of the Disclosure : See MPEP § 608.01(f). A brief narrative 
of the disclosure as a whole in a single paragraph of 150 words or 
less commencing on a separate sheet following the claims. In an 
international application which has entered the national stage (37 
CFR 1 .491(b)), the applicant need not submit an abstract 
commencing on a separate sheet if an abstract was published with 
the international application under PCT Article 21 . The abstract 
that appears on the cover page of the pamphlet published by the 
International Bureau (IB) of the World Intellectual Property 
Organization (WIPO) is the abstract that will be used by the 
USPTO. See MPEP § 1893.03(e). 

(k) Sequence Listing, See 37 CFR 1.821-1.825 and MPEP §§ 2421- 
2431 . The requirement for a sequence listing applies to all 
sequences disclosed in a given application, whether the sequences 
are claimed or not. See MPEP § 2421 .02. 

2. Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 
descriptive language or known symbol should be used to identify element 30, 32, 
36 38, 42, 48, 50, 54, 62, 56 and 58. Corrected drawing sheets are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. 
The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining 
figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 



description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
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replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining 
figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
3. Claim Objections 

Claims 1-8 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1, 
line 4, "a running sum of successive groups" should be replaced by "successive 
running sums" so as to be consistent with recitation in line 5; line 4, after 
samples, "each" should be inserted; line 5, "the" should be replaced by "each" 
and "sums" should be "sum".; line 6, "the absolute" should be "each absolute" 
and after comparing, "the" should be replaced by "each". Claim 2, line 2, "value 
is" should replaced by "values are" and "value with" should be "values with"; line 
5, "the weighted" should be "each weighted" and "of the" should be "of a 
respective". Claim 3, line 1 , the dependency should be changed from "1 or 2" to 
"2" because claim 1 does not include antecedent basis for "the product"; in 
addition, "characterized by" should be replaced by "further comprising"; "the 
power" should be "a power"; "its associated" should be "said determined" so as to 
be consistent with antecedent in claim 2. Claim 5, line 4, "a running sum of 
successive groups" should be replaced by "successive running sums" so as to be 
consistent with recitation in lines 5-6; line 4, after samples, "each" should be 
inserted; line 5, "an" should be replaced by "a respective" and before 
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"successive", "each" should be inserted; line 6, "sums" should be "sum"; line 7, 
"the" should be "each"; last line, "signals" should be "signal". Claim 6, line 5, "the" 
should be "each". Claim 7, line 1 , "the dependency should be changed from "5 or 
6" to "6" so as to provide antecedent basis for "multiplying means" and 
"characterized by" should be replaced by "further comprising". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim can't depend on a multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 9 has not been further treated on 
the merits. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under 
Ex parte Guay/e, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
